THE BALLOT BOX SPOKE. 
After all the ballot box has not lost its 
power even in these times of high finance 
m politics and campaign expense accounts 
running into the tens of thousands of dol­ 
lars. 
When it speaks as a whole those in 
the seats of the mighty “sit up and take 
notice,” 
for the time being, and, in 
pretense, at least, give evidence of wishing 
to follow the desires of the people. 
A case in point. 
Previous to the recent 
election the Harding administration declar­ 
ed very vociferously that it would have no 
part in the Lausanne conference, but now 
we find not only the United States “observ­ 
ers” attending the meeting, but one of them 
has enunciated a policy and demanded rec­ 
ognition of that policy by all the powers 
concerned. 
It is too much of a strain upon one’s cre­ 
dulity when one is asked to believe that the 
recent election had nothing whatever to do 
with the decision of the administration to 
permit the American representatives to do 
something more—a great deal more—than 
merely “obseve.” 
Before the election we 
were assured that they were to be “observ­ 
ers” and nothing more. 
Now they are to 
be active participants in the conference. At 
the opening session they are described as 
occupying prominent seats “in the front 
row of the auditorium beside Premier Poin­ 
care of France,” and in Europe it is already 
recognized “a new American policy” has 
been inaugurated. 
“The Old Guard dies, but never surren­ 
ders,” has sometimes been corrupted into 
“The Old Guard never retreats.” But the 
reference is not to the “Old Guard” with 
which we are most familiar in this country. 
Our “Old Guard” does retreat at times. It 
is retreating now—withdrawing, somewhat 
precipitately, from the fortress of isolation, 
sometimes known also as Bitter-enderism 
and aloofness. 
If it had been capable of 
learning by anything but sad experience, 
it would have abandoned that fortress long 
ago, for public opinion has been de­ 
manding its abandonment. 
But only the 
ballot box could teach old Old Guard the 
lesson. 
It seems that the late Senator Penrose 
was wrong, after all. He said that the sen­ 
ate would direct the foieign policy of the 
country. The senate did so for a while, but 
the ballot box has proved 
itself greater 
even than the senate. 


“FLED WITHOUT STOPPING.” 
From the Kansas City Journal. 
Another Sunday carnival of accidents 
was featured by the killing of a pedestrain 
on the Inter-city viaduct. As usual, the 
speeder “fled 
without 
stopping,” after 
mangling his victim beneath the wheels of 
his car. 
Throughout the city there was a repe­ 
tition of the same reckless driving which is 
swelling the appalling toll of human life, or 
at the best of human 
suffering and dis­ 
figurement. 
Secretary of State Becker announces 
that he will ask the legislature to amend 
the state law by providing for the foreiture 
of licenses at the first conviction in a state 
court, instead of the third, as the law' now' 
provides. 
i 
It would seem to be self-evident that the 
law is w'eak when it permits three viola- 


, 
vions, resulting in serious accident, if not 
death, before a license is taken away. 
So far as can be observed, there is little 
ittention paid in this community to the mat­ 
er of licenses in any degree. Children of 
to 16 years are frequently seen at the 
itoWipg w’heels of cars, though it must be 
idmitted that few accidents result from 
luch situations. 
It is the speeder, usually 
in expert driver, taking reckless chances or 
>efuddled with liquor, who causes the acci- 
lents. 
The jails in various parts of the country 
ire being filled with speeders, but there 
re always others who do not seem to learn 
he vicarious lesson. 
In Kansas City salu- 
ary examples have been made of tw o men 
* ho were sent to jail for six months for fla- 
'r&nt violations of the law. 
But the speeders are still strewing the 
freets with the maimed or slaughtered vic- 
ims of their vicious recklessness and the 
riminals are still “fleeing without stop­ 


ping.” 
The new crusade which is being 
inaugurated should result in checking the 
reign of crime in this respect. A few more 
six months’ sentences will help, even if the 
supply of criminals is not exhausted. 
— 


CLEMENCEAU SPEAKING TO THE 
POINT. 


“America quit without finishing the job, 
and she should go back and finish it before 
all that she helped to accomplish is un­ 
done.” That is the Tiger’s thesis. Charac­ 
teristic 
bluntness 
marks 
his speeches. 
Speaking of the “great hope” which Amer­ 
ica, through Woodrow Wilson, brought to 
Europe at the close of the w'ar, he declared, 
“but a people may be great one day and 
small and mean another.” That is language 
plain enough in all conscience. Again and 
again in his first speech the claws in the 
Tiger’s velvet paw drew blood as he dis­ 
cussed America’s courage. 
It remains to be seen what the reaction 
of the American people will be. 
M. Clem- 
enceau is treading on many toes, he is rub­ 
bing many men in high places the w'rong 
way, he is trying to bring about something 
to which many Americans of great power 
and influence are bitterly and fanatically 
opposed. He has drawn the fire of these in 
abundant measure already and finds him­ 
self the center of a very lively storm. But 
there are millions of people in America w ho 
are beginning to see for themselves that 
vve have acted neither wisely nor worthily, 
and there is now' a formidable body of opin­ 
ion w'hich is not merely passively discon­ 
tented with our policy, but w’hich, with the 
proper stimulus and direction, is ready to 
press actively for a change. Even the ad­ 
ministration at Washington has recognized 
this, having been brought to do so appar­ 
ently in large part by the results of the re­ 
cent elections, and with this sentiment back 
of him, we do not believe that the Tiger 
need fear the shafts of the enemies he will 
make and has already made by his first ad­ 
dresses. 
Certainly what he has already said will 
stimulate still more the interest of the coun­ 
try ^hich was already keen. Clemenceau 
has a great opportunity. He has ben given 
that which he asked for—the close atten­ 
tion of the whole American people. In all 
it is pretty certain he will not throw' his op­ 
portunity away.

numbers of women than men, are 
leaving the farms in search of more 
lucrative fields of endeavor, the cen­ 
sus bureau says, basing its state­ 
ment on an analysis of the 1920 cen­ 
sus statistics. 
The 
enumeration 
show's the rate of males to females 
was higher for farm populatir-n than 
for tho total population, despite the 
fact that the foreign born dem ent, 
in which the males considerably out­ 
number the females, is found mainly 
in the cities. The sex ratio of farm 
population in January, 
1920, was 
109.1 males to 100 females while the 
ratio for the entire population was 
104. males to 100 females. 
Of the number of farm dwellers, 
totalling 31,614,269, males number 16 
496,338 and females 15,117,931. 
Of 
the total propertion, 
44.5 percent 
was 21 years and over, 24.7 percent 
between 10 and 20 years, and 25.7 
under 10 years. 
Those 21 years and 
over numbered 15,632,093. 
For the 
country as a whole those 21 years 
and over comprised 57.66 percent of 
the total population. The farm popu 
lation, therefore includes a relatively 
large proportion of persons under 
21 and a relatively small proportion 
21 years and over. 
The difference 
in the age distribution is declared 
by the census bureau to be in a large 
part due to the fact that the major­ 
ity of persons who leave the farm 
to take up their residence elsewhere 
have reached or pas|ed 21.

AN ITALIAN NAPOLEON. 


Mussolini, the new* Italian premier, cer­ 
tainly has the courage of his convictions. 
In his inauguaral address before a parlia­ 
ment in which his party is a minority, he 
said : 
“What I am doing today is a formal act of 
courtesy toward you for which I do not de­ 
sire any special 
expression of gratitude. 
The Italian nation has given itself a minis­ 
try outside of, above, in spite of, parlia­ 
ment. 
I leave to the melancholy worship­ 
pers of super-constitutionalism the disser- 
tions and complaints, and I say that revolu­ 
tion has its rights. 
I was in position to 
close parliament and form an exclusively 
Fascisti cabinet, but for the time at least 
I do not choose to do so.” 
A little later, in a parliamentry session 
where the powerful socialist party had 
spent seven hours criticising him, he inter­ 
rupted and spoke for five minutes, demand­ 
ing a vote of confidence, and got it. 
There was strong opposition to his going 
to the Turkish conference at Lausanne. He 
went just the same. 
The French premier and British foreign 
minister wanted him to see them before 
that conference, and he made them come 
to Italy and talk to him in a public dining 
room. 
Mussolini’s 
face 
harmonizes with his 
words and acts. He is absolutely a strong, 
man impatient of obstruction and determin­ 
ed to rule. 
His present success has made 
him believe supremely in himself and his 
state of destiny.” 
What will come of it? Mussolini has the 
blunt, indomitable way of Napoleon. He is 
even suspected of having Napoleonic as­ 
pirations, He stands for a strong, imperial­ 
istic policy for his country. Is Italy, under 
him, about to embark on a series of Napole­ 
onic adventure?

Mussolini’s billiancy 
and strength, and Italians have always 
loved a dictator. Will he hold fast or will 
he eventually fall as have so many others 
of the strong men of all nations?

4. Behavior in the Homes Where Re­ 
ceived (vv. 5-9). (]) Offer the peace 
of the gospel (rr. 5, 6). This is to be 
done regardless as to whether It win 
be received or not. 
There Is a refer 
blessedness in preaching the gospel. 
Even when the m enage i* rejected t£e 


effort is not wasted, but comes back to 
the one who has made the effort.
